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LONG LINE OF TECH-GEORGIA HEROES 


Do You Remember?...McW horter... 


By JIM MINTER 


Georgia Tech and the University of Georgia—two rivals old, 
bitter and exciting—go to war again Saturday afternoon, this time 
on Atlanta’s Grant Field and for a pot that ranks with the biggest 
in the long history of the series which dates back to 1893. 


The rivalry has been carefully fanned through the ages, and 
although the second meeting was not until 1897, has known but one 
serious lapse since. After the 1916 game, campus newspapers 
traded harsh words over the patriotism during World War I and 
relations were severed until 1926. Since then, they've been at it 
hammer and tongs on the football field, in country clubs, kitchens 
and barrooms. 


In all those decades, Tech has had but three full-time coaches, 
first John Heisman, then Bill Alexander and now Bobby Dodd. 
Georgia has been coached by many, the most illustrious including 
Dr. Charles Herty, Pop Warner, W. A. Cunningham, Kid Wood- 
ruff, Harry Mehre and Wallace Butts. 


To point up the intensity of the argument, Georgia calls it- 
self ahead with 24 victories, 22 losses and five ties, refusing to 
count the 1943 and 1944 games when Tech was manned by war- 
time V-5 and V-12 trainees while Georgia played freshmen and 
i-Fs. Officially, the series stands 24-24-5, about as close as these 
things can get. 


The Tech-Georgia series history: 

1893—Tech 28, Georgia 6: Gen. Leonard Wood coached and 
plaved on the Tech team. Game was in Athens. Newspapers said, 
“Citizens played on the Tech team and pulled off a great joke on 
the Georgia bunch by winning easily.”’ Herty coached Georgia. 

1897—Georgia 28, Tech 0: “Citizens” didn’t play. 

1898—Georgia 15, Tech 0: Quarterback George Butler and Her- 

of Georgia were too clever for the Jackets. 


1899—Georgia 20, Tech 0: Bulldogs still in driver’s seat 
1900—Georgia 12, Tech 0: Closing the gap. 

1%2—Georgia 0, Tech 0: Series tied, just like today. 
193—Georgia 38, Tech 0: Record series score for Bulldogs, 


1904—Tech 23, Georgia 6: Heisman’s first year as Tech coach. 
Great scramble for the ball when Georgia punter Ted Sullivan 
kicked it over the Piedmont Park fence and into Lake Clara Mere. 
All players on both teams went over fence after ball. Georgia's 
Virlyn Moore (now Fulton County Superior Court judge) was 
kicked by a mule when knocked out of bounds. 


1905—Tech 46, Georgia 6: ‘‘Automobile’’ Clark led Jackets to 
victory but Georgia’s George Wheatley got the rules changed. He 
called time out after every down, and rules were made the next 
year limiting number of timeouts.

A report from the American |

Only three teachers manned 
the UA geology unit, a depart- 
ment of the College of Arts and |

some 530 students are enrolled in 
geology courses at the Capstone.

I don’t know why people think preachers and 
newspaper writers can answer any sort of ques- 
tion, but such is the case. I get calls at all hours 


_ and other preachers and writ- 


ers tell me that it is the same 
with them. 

When Mary Lynn asked me, 
“Granddaddy, does the devil 
have a wife?’’, I thought it was 
the question to end all questions.

“‘Honey, I don’t know. He has a 
lot of sisters but I don't know 
about a wife.”’ 

Now comes this question, “If 
there is a choir and heavenly 
orchestra in the other world, 
where does the cornet player go to practice?”

Even in the most controver- 
sial areas of policy he has in- 
dicated differences with the 
administration.

What else could he say? 
Change is the main condition 
of our time. 

The population of this country 
alone has increased by over 21 


million since Eisenhower en- 
tered the White House. The 
critical focus of attention has 


changed from Western Europe 
to the underdeveloped nations 
of the world. The movement of 
people within the country has 
been greater than at the height 
of the immigration flood in the 
19th century. 

It is not so long ago that the 
administration was worried 
about a lack of gold and dollars 
in the rest of the free world; 
now it is worried about the 
drain of gold and dollars from 
here into the other. industrial 
nations of the West. 

New problems of diplomacy, 
new problems of defense, new 
social pressures at home, new 
challenges to the nation’s edu- 
cation system: all these have 
increased the rate of change or 
at least the necessity for 
change. 

At a time like this, even with 
the most resourceful and imagi- 
native officials, policies lag be- 
hind events. 

Accordingly, it is unrealistic 
if not a little silly to concen- 
trate on whether Nixon or 
Rockefeller would “run” on 
Eisenhower's record.

Nixon is giving the stock

Daily Care Vita 
To Whiten Teeth

= found this unhappy note from a Fort Worth, 
Tex., reader in this morning’s mail—‘“Dear Arlene 
Dahl: All the movie stars, especially Doris Day and 
Ann Blyth, seem to have such pretty white and shin- 
ing teeth. Are they really that way or do they have 
them capped? My teeth look yellow no matter what 
I do to them; they’re uneven and have spaces between 
them. Is there anything I can do to improve them?” 


All movie stars give special 
care to their teeth as they 
know what an asset sparkling 
teeth and a dazzling smile can 
be, particularly in close-ups. 


Perhaps the yellowish appear- 
ance of your teeth is caused by 
an accumulation of tartar on 
the enamel. I suggest you check 
with your dentist, as heavy tar- 
tar can’t be removed with ordi- 
nary brushing but requires the 
trained services of a_ dental 
hygienist. He also may suggest 
a safe bleach which you can 
use at home to remove surface 
discolorations. If, however, 
your teeth are of the naturally 
off-white variety you could try 
a favorite trick of many stars 

. wear a darker shade of lip- 
stick to make your teeth seem 
whiter' 


Along with this, try drinking 
lemon juice in warm water first 
thing in the morning, rinsing 
out your mouth with the last 
sip or two. This is not only a 
wonderful cleanser for your 
whole system but the lemon 
helps cut film that may gather 
on teeth during the night, and 
acts as a mild bleach. 

For a thorough cleansing, use 
a small, not - too - hard natural- 
bristle brush. Squeeze a ribbon 
of toothpaste on the dampened 
brush and with circular down 
ward movement brush from 
gum to tip of teeth. Rinse. Then 
repeat. I’ve found that a pinch 
of bicarbonate of soda used for 
the final brushing helps whiten

Called the Vann Tavern, it was 


formerly located near Gainesville 
on a site that is now covered 
by the waters of Lake Lanier 
STUDIED INDIAN RECORDS 

lt was brought to New Echota

site was identified only by its 
proximity to a well. The Vann 


Tavern is not meant to duplicate 
but merely to replace the original.

ROME—The Cherokee Indians 
may have been in the Etowah 
valley since 600 A.D., according 
to Robert §. Neitzel, director of 
the Etowah Mounds Museum at 
Cartersville. 


“Previously it was generally 
thought that the Cherokee arrived 
at a somewhat later date as 
‘carpetbaggers’ and rapidly dis- 
placed the Creek groups in this 
area,’ Neitzel says.
